The fresh 
forward to in the spring by housekeep- 
ers as a choice dainty, but since the gen- 
■ral introduction of dried coeoanut 
there has lieen little demand for the 
fresh nuts of the palm. Though no pre- 
pared coeoanut Is equal to the moist, 
rich meat of a freshly-grated nut, it is 
dng of time and vexation to use It 
• one who has seen the coconnut 
palm growing in the tropics and has 
en the nut in its soft, immuture state 
well as when it is ripe, feels much 
attracted to the various dried prepara- 
tions. South Americans look upon the 
coeoanut palm with peculiar reverence. 
It is never found far from the habita- 
tions of men. An Indian proverb snys 
it refuses to grow beyond the sound of 
he human voice. Its branches and 
•reainy white flowers are much used in 
decorating South American markets. 
Boughs of coeoanut with lftng blos- 
soms floating on the wind are Imrnt- 
before the strange medieval procession 
of cowled and rope-girdbd penitents. 

The immature coeoanut is seldom in 
n fit state for eating, aa the nut spoils 
in this condition soon after it is picked. 
In South America the green or soft co- 
eoanut. before the mill: has separat. ' 
from the nut, is scooped out after spli 
ting off the husk and c utting through 
the Rhell of the nut, and Is served in 
glasses, to be eaten w ith a spoon, al- 
ways accompanied by a dish of delicate 
"dulce," or sweet meats, in the prepara 
tion of which the South American 
housekeepers always excel. A little 
w hite coeoanut pudding is a most deli- 
cious tropical dessert, which Is served 
with a delightful South American 
"duloe" made from fragrant guavas 
The whites of four eggs are beaten into 
1 quarter of u pound of powdered sugar; 
then the grated meat of one coeoanut 
is a.ld.-d. reserving about half a cupful 
to scatter in the cups. Butter the cups 
inside, sprinkle with sugar, then with 
grated eoeosnut, six cups holding each 
a gill and a half. Add gradually thre- 
cupfuls of rich milk or cream to the 
whites of eggs, sugar and coeoanut and 
neat the mixture thoroughly with a 
French egg whip. Fill the cups and set 
them in a pan of warm water and let 
the puddings bake for one hour. Wb 
done, turn them out on a low desse 
plstter and serve them with this sauce. 

Beat two yolks of eggs in a bowl with 
sn ounce and a half of flour nnd three 
rounded spoonfuls of sura. Add a 
pint of milk graduslly to the prepara- 
tloa and return the whole to the fire; 
best two minutes, and the moment it 
boils add a wine glass of brandy, or 
icrvp the puddings simply with 
>range or gun > a sweetmeat. — N\ Y. Trlb-

FIGHTING CHINCH BUGS. 

Barrier and Trmp Mrthod Amutm Most 
Satisfactory Results. 

The Oklahoma experiment station 
■ays that it is practicable to keep chinch 
bugs out of corn fields, and in many 
caaes out of the oai fields, even when 
tbey have appeared in grent numbers 
in the wheat fields. As a help to this, 
this station has advised the separation 
of the corn fields from the sniull grain 
fields as for as possible, and to have 
alfalfa between where this was practic- 
able. The chinch bug does not feed on 
alfalfa nor any of the clovers. It does 
feed on grosses, wild or cultivated, al- 
though it prefers wheat, and especially 
barley and the millets. It hnB been ad- 
vised to sow millet alongside or around 
the wheat Held so as to attract the bugs 
to a nnrrow area, thus helping to i 
easily destroy them. 

The method of saving the corn crop, 
which is strongly advised, is called the 
"barrier and trap" method. It con 
sists in forming a barrier over which th< 
bugs cannot pass uud then truppltif 
them in holes ns they collect at thii 
barrier. This method requires worl 
and attention but it has proved Bo 
remarkably successful In mnny cases 
that it is strongly recommended. One 
reason for discontinuing the distribu- 
tion of diseased bugs is lhat it has been 
found thnt such distribution tends to 
cause reliunce on the possible spread of 
the disease and unwillingness to make 
the effort necessary to protect other 



BARN-YARD SCRAPER. 



For cleaning off a barnyard when 
dirty there ia nothing better thap a 
•craper so constructed as not to dig 
into the ground. A cheap and service- 
able one may be made by almost any 
farmer. Take an Inch board (A A in 
cut) four feet long, and 12 to l« inchea 
wide. The aide arms (C C) reach from 
the tongue to hooks or pivots (K K), as 
depicted. The hnmlleR are fostenetl to 
lie in comfortable reach when the 
scraper ia vertical, or nearly so.

MCSSON NOTES. 

L The Trial.— From a little before 
one o'clock Friday morning till Lunrise, 
about half-past five, Jcau* waa endur- 
ing an unjust trial, in some form, before 
the Jewish authorities. The court 
waa the Jewish sanhedrim. The first 
meeting was irregular, becauae it wa* 
Illegal to try any poison before it dur- 
ing the night. The witnesses wert 
difficult to procure, of the kind sought 
But, finally, two false witnesses were 
obtained, who perverted a saying of 
Jesus, nnd did not agree even in their 
perversion. The sentence wo* pro- 
nounced, not from anything the wit- 
nesses brought forward, but from 
Jesus' own confession that He was the 
Messiah, tho Son of God. This they 
construed as blasphemy, n capital of- 
fense among the Jews. He was voted 
to be worthy of death. The sanhedrim 
then adjourned till dawn, when they 
met in regular session, and pronounced 
the formal sentence. 

It was now that Peter wna "sifted 
as wheat." Peter, hcact and worried 
by a crowd of menials and roughs, sur- 
rounded by darkness, amid unknown 
dangers, thrice denied his Master, the 
last time with cursing and swearing. 
Such conduct was unlike that of o dis- 
ciple. Jesus' look of reproof was more 
eloquent than a volume of words, und 
Peter went out and wept bitterly. 

After the latter session of the sanhe- 
drim, Jesus waa taken before Pilate. 
The religious accusation of blnsphemy 
would be of no account in Filate'i 
courts.hence it was en rcf til ly suppressed. 
Instead of this, the Jews charged Jesus 
with treason, under the triple accusa- 
tion of (1) sedition, exciting revolt 
against Rome, (2) rebellion, refusing 
to pay tribute, and (3) open treason 
in claiming to be king. The second 
charge we know was utterly false, and 
the other two, though true in a faunae, 
not true in the sense intended nnd not 
at all treasonable. Pilate knew Jesus 
to be innocent, but wanted to please the 
Jew*. He tried in various ways to es- 
cape a formal decision, but in vnln. 
The sentence of death by crucifixion 
was finally pronounced, and Jesus wa* 
led out toward Calvary. 

H The Crucifixion —This wm trans- 
piring from nine o'clock till three, Fri- 
day, April T, on Calvary, just outside 
the wall* of Jerusalem, beginning and 
ending at the hours of the doily sacri- 
fice. 

A* toon as the sentence was pro- 
nounced the necessary preparations 
were made, during \i hich some of the 
soldiers mocked Jesus again, and then 
the sad procession moved out of tha 
castle. Two incidents of the Journey 
are described— Simon of Cyrene com- 
pelled to aid Jesus in bearing the cross, 
und Jesus' words to the daughters of 
Jerusalem. Thus Jesus waa aided by the 
strength of man and the sympathy of 

Jesus was nailed to the cross while it 
was lying upon the giound, then it was 
slowly raised with the sufferer upon it. 
Crucifixion was an unspeakably awful 
form of death. The most revolting fea- 
ture of death by crucifixion was that 
the torture was deliberately prolonged. 
Jesus was upon the cro»* five or nix 
hours, retaining consciousness, while 
♦ he burning of the wounds in the hands 
and feet, the uneasiness of the un- 
natural position, the oppression of 
overcharged veins nnd the intolerable 
thirst were constantly increasing. But 
the most intense sufferings of Jesus 
were of the spirit. He waa bearing the 
sins of the world. 

We may here note four scenes of in- 
terest that took place around the cro«s. 
First, the parting oi Christ's raiment 
by the guard of soldiers, then the cost* 
lug of lota for His inner coat or tunic. 
Second, the shouting, scoffing ojid 
mocking of the unruly, turbulent 
crowd, crying: "He saved others; let 
Him save Himself" The rulers and sol- 
dlers also took port in this mockery. 
Third, there were friendly watchers 
amid these exciting scenes; the three 
Marys were there— Mary, the mother of 
.I, ..'-. Mary, the wife of Cleopoa, and 
Mary Mugdalene. His mother's oister, 
the mother of John, was there, as also 
many other women from Galilee; John 
waa there, and Uie other disciples were 
probably not for away. Fourth, about 
noon Jesus commits His mother to tho 
care of John. 

The conversion of one of the malefac- 
tors, crucified with Jesus, occurred to- 
wurd noon. One of the malefactors 
Joined the mob In crying: "If thou be 
the Christ, save Thyself and us." But 
the other, answering, rebuked him, 
saying: "Dost not thou fear God, see- 
ing thou art in the same condemna- 
tion? And wc. Indeed, justly; for we 
receive the due reward of our deeds; 
but this man hath done nothing amiss." 
Then the request thnt immediately fol- 
low* implies that the robber hod heard 
of some ot the teaching* of Jesus. He 
believed In Christ aa the Son of God 
Mid in the immortality of the soul. 

The darkness that fell upon tho earth 
at about 12 o'clock was typical of the 
powers of darkness seeming to prevail, 
of the sufferings of Jesus, of the despair 
3t the disciples. This lasted till three 
o'clock, the hour of the evening sacri- 
fice, at which time the veil that hung 
between the holy place and tho holy 
»f holies wo* rent.

Ona 
of the bullets would kill a mun through 
a four-foot *prucc tree, or a cow a mils 
and more away. No ordinary tree can ' 
be depended on to stop one of these bul- 
lets, und it might easily travel half • 
mile through dense wood*, und hit n man 
far out of sight with deadly effect. 

Field and Stream say* thnt the next 
legislature* of our great gome atate* 
should pass n law prohibiting the use 
of a jacketed bullet, because of the dan- 
ger to human beings. Another argu- 
ment it offer* In favor of *uch a law will 
have great Influence on the men who do 
not wish to wound without killing the 
game. "This class of bullet* is useless 
for large game unlee* soft pointed." 
it sny*. "a* it rarely kill* Instantly, but 
allows the game to die from Internal 
hemorrhage and in terrible agony out 
of reach."
